1 . FOLLOWING IS ENGLISH TRANSLATION OF PORTION OF PRES. TURBAY'S 
INAUGURAL REMARKS PERTAINING TO U.S. COLOMBIAN RELATIONS. 

2. BEGIN TEXT: "IT IS INDISPUTABLE THAT WE MOVE IN THE ORBIT IN 
WHICH THE UNITED STATES, THE FIRST SUPER-POWER OF THE WEST, 

EXERCISES A MAJOR INFLUENCE. TODAY OUR RELATIONS ARE CORDIAL 
WITH THAT COUNTRY WITH WHICH WE EVIDENTLY HAVE MANY COMMON 
PROBLEMS TO SOLVE FOR WHICH CERTAIN FORMS OF COLLABORATION ARE 
INDISPENSABLE." 

3. "I AM GRATEFUL FOR THE OFFER MADE TO ME BY PRESIDENT CARTER 

IN A RECENT MESSAGE PROFFERING HIS SUPPORT IN THOSE COMMON ENTER- 
PRISES THAT NEED THE FIRM PARTICIPATION OF OUR TWO COUNTRIES. 

CERTAINLY WE ALRADY KNOW OF ACTIVITIES IN DIVERSE FIELDS IN WHICH 
WE APPLY THIS PROPOSAL. MY GOVERNMENT WILL DO EVERYTHING THAT 
IT POSSIBLY CAN TO HALT, AMONG OTHER ILLEGAL ACTIVITIES, THE 
CONTRABAND AND TRAFFIC IN NARCOTICS. THIS WOULD BE MORE CONTROLLABLE 
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IF THE AMERICAN GOVERNMENT COULD INTERFERE IN THE FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE THAT SUCH DELIQUENTS RECEIVE FROM AVID TRAFFICKERS 
AND CONSUMERS IN THE UNITED STATES." 

4. "WITH THE VALUABLE ASSISTANCE OF THE ARMED FORCES, THE ATTORNEY 
GENERAL OF THE NATIONA AND OF UNITS SPECIALIZED IN THE STRUGGLE 
AGAINST NARCOTICS, I SHALL CONTINUE THE CAMPAIGN AGAINST SUCH 
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CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES THAT WAS INITIATED BY THE LOPEZ ADMINISTRATION AN 
D 

THAT UNDER MY ADMINISTRATION WILL BECOME A MERCILESS CRUSADE. WE WILL 
SURROUND SUCH CRIMINALS AND WE WILL REDUCE THEM TO A STATE OF CRIMINA 
L 

IMPOTENCE." 

5. HE THEN SAID. "THERE ARE OBVIOUS POSSIBILITIES OPEN FOR A 

MOST INTENSE COOPERATION BETWEEN TH US AND COLOMBIA. WHICH ALSO CAN 
BE EXTENDED TO OTHER NATIONS OF THIS HEMISPHERE. THESE INCLUDE 
INTERNATIONAL ACTION IN DEFENSE OF PEACE, COMMON ACQUISITION OF 
TECHNOLOGIES, COMMERCIAL EXCHANGE WITH A REASONABLE BASIS OF STABILIT 
Y 

OF PRICES FOR OUR BASIC PRODUCTS, THE DEFENSE OF THE HUMAN RIGHTS, 

THE STRENGTHENING OF THE OAS, AND THE CREATION OF A NEW SOCIAL AND 
ECONOMIC ORDER." 

6. "OUR INTERNATIONAL POLICY WILL NOT LOSE IT TRADITIONAL 
ORIENTATION OF IDEOLOGICAL PLURALITY. WE ARE INDISPUTABLY TIED TO 
THE REPRESENTATIVE DEMOCRACTIC SYSTME, WE DEFEND AND PRACTICCE 
FREEDOM AND HUMAN RIGHTS, WE RESPECT THE SELF-DETERMINATION OF 
PEOPLES, WE DO NOT CONSIDER THAT ARMED VICTORY GENERATES ANY RIGHTS, 
WE DEFEND THE PRINCIPLE OF NONINTERVENTION AND WE CALIM A NEW INTER- 
NATIONAL ORDER FOR A BETTER DISTRIBUTION OF ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL PO 
WER. 

WE REJECT ALL FORMS OF COLONIALISTIC DEPENDENCE AND WE USE, WITHIN 
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OUR SPHERE WHICH IS THAT OF A SMALL COUNTRY, WITH FULL DIGNITY AND 
MORAL DECENCY. THE FULLNESS OF OUR SOVEREIGNITY." 

7. "I EXPECT DURING MY ADMINISTRATION TO EXPAND OUR FOREIGN 
RELATIONS AND TO MAKE A BIG DIPLOMATIC OPENING TOWARD THE VITAL 
CENTERS OF AFRICA WITH WHICH, IN SPITE OF OUR HAVING SO MANY 
SIMILARITIES. PARTICULARLY IN THE FIELD OF PRODUCTION, WE HAVE 

NOT HAD ACTIVE RELATIONS THAT WOULD ALLOW US TO EXCHANGE USEFUL 
EXPERIENCES AND TO MAINTAIN A CONSTRUCTIVE DIALOGUE OF THE PROBLEMS 
OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY, IN WHICH THE BLACK CONTINENT EXERCISE 
S 

AN INDISPUTABLE CAPACITY FOR DECISION." 

8. IN REFERENCE TO THE PROBLEMS AND GRAVE TENSIONS THAT AFFECT 

THE MAJORITY OF COUNTRIES IN THE DEVELOPMENTAL PROCESS, HE REGRETTED: 
"THE LACK OF A POLICY OF SOLIDARITY AMONG THE GREAT POWERS, WHICH 
COULD HAVE SERVED TO HELP MODIFY UNFAIR TERMS OF COMMERCIAL INTER- 
CHANGE. THE INSTABILITY OF PRICES OF BASIC PRODUCTS IN THE INTER- 
NATIONAL MARKET CREATES IN OUR NATIONS SERIOUS LIMITATIONS TO PROGRES 
S 

AS WELL AS CONVERTING ITSELF INTO A POWERFUL THREAT AGAINST THE SOCIA 
L 
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PEACE."
